car an 
shipping U over a roundabout 
route to the vestred destination. 
The 
airtight condition o. the car causes 
the fruit to "sw eat’ and in this way 
to atiain the yellow color desired. 
To prove this charge involve* a 
difficult task, and the government will 
be at considerable expense in the pro­ 
secution. 
Other com erns, it is alleg­ 
ed, have in the past artificially color 
ed the grapetruit but the 
sweating 
process in transit is a new w r i n k l e ’ 
to government inspectors.
